The gang had been positively 
identified within an hour of the 
robbery, as soon as the telegraph 
key clicked southward to M an­ 
kato. The Mankato sheriff woke 
up with a belated start, realized 
what he had slept through, wired 
the St. Paul police the illum inat­ 
ing details of hi« dereliction of 
duty. - 
* W ith the end of th«. second 
day, Sept. 8, there were no less 
than 500 armeu peace officers 
and enlisted civilians combing 
the ba ck roads and 
timbered 
crosslands for the fleeing ban­ 
dits. And by the end of that day, 
pickets were posted at al! bridges, 
ba ck tra ils a nd cowpaths in a 
spra wling semicircle ro ug hly 2 0 
miles so uth o f Northfield, and 
stretching 50 miles east and west. 
Since the last report from out­ 
side Millersburg, the gang had 
vanished without a trace 
Then, suddenly, at noon of the 
8 th. came a report from a picket 
post on the Little Cannon River, 
outside W aterville. 
Earlier that 
morning, the bandits had ap­ 
proached the ford. The pickets 


had fired, the bandits fled back 
into the woods. Apparently, they 
were badly frightened. The pick­ 
ets charged into the timber after 
them— which was clearly what 
they had been meant to do.

T H EY moved all of 
Friday 
night, 
hid 
away 
the 
daynght 
of Saturday on a tiny swamp isle. 
With dark 
they 
moved again, 
ploughing the night away through 
the calf-deep mire of the low­ 
lands.
